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GREAT RAILROAD STRIKE SEEMS NEARER 


30,000SoldiersCaught 
In Tropical Hurricane 
Sweeping South Texas 


Camps of Guardsmen and 
Regulars at Brownsville 
and Other Points Com- 
pletely Wrecked by Great 
Gale. 


SOLDIERS TAKE REFUGE 
IN PUBLIC BUILDINGS 


Hardly a Tent Left Stand- 
ing—Feared Great Stores 
of Army Supplies Will Be 
Ruined — Brunt of Storm 
Borne by Corpus Christi, 


Where Great Damage As) 


Reported. 


Corpus Christi, Texas, a town of 
about 20,000 people and a popular 
coast resort, probably will receive the 
brunt of the tropical storm which last 
night was approaching the Texas coast 
of the Gulf of Mexico. Corpus Christi 
is 200 miles south of Galveston and 125 
miles north of Brownsville, and the 
mouth of the Rio Grande. 

Wire communication with Corpus 
Christi was interrupted shortly after 
7 o'clock last night. At that hour the 
wind had reached a velocity of 70 miles 
an hour and warning had been given 
by the weather bureau that a 120-mile 
wind might be expected when the 
storm reached its crest, which was ex- 
pected about midnight. 

While the storm was reported early 
yesterday to be headed for some point 
mear the mouth of the Rie Grande, 
Brawneville reported fast night over 
the army wireless at Fort Brown that 
only broken windows, levelled fences 
and trees and the razing of tents in 
the military cagpps near Brownsville 
had resulted. United States soldiers 
and n&tional guardsmen from Illinois, 
lowa and Virginia, were forced to take 
refuge in the city hall, courthouse and 
warehouses. Communication by tele- 
graph and telephone was lost from 
Brownsville early in the day. The wind 
velocity there reached a maximum of 
60 miles an hour. 

Point isabel, a gulf coast resort, 20 
miles from Brownsville, was not seri- 
ously damaged by the wind. 

The scope’ of the storm’ extended 
from Corpus Christi, on the north, to 
Tampico, Mexico, on the south. While 
comprehensive communication with 
the latter place was impossible Friday, 
nine lives may have been lost in the 
storm. The steamer Pilot Boy in eoast- 
wise service between Corpus’ Christi 
and Galveston, was sunk somewhere in 
the gulf about noon Friday. The boat 
was a small freighter and carried a 
erew of twelve men. Three of them 
were reported to have been washed 
ashore at Port Aransas. Another re- 
port said that the crew was saved. 
Neither could be verified. 


WIDE SWEEP % 
OF HURRICANE. 


Brownsville, Texas, August 18.—(By 
Radio to San Antonio, Texas.)—Dam- 
age here from the hurricane was slight 
up to 6 o'clock tonight, although the 
wind during the day reached a ve- 
locity of sixty miles an hour. The 
barometer marked 29.27 during the 
middle of the afternoon, but at 5 
o'clock it rose to 29.35. 

At dark the territory in the reaches 
of the storm extended from Corpus 
Christi to Tampico, Mexico. There was 
then no sign of abatement. ' 

The wind, starting from the north- 
east, later changed to the southwest 
and tonight was blowing out to sea. 

Th mage here consisted mostly of 
broken? plate glass windows and lev- 
eled fences and trees. Hundreds of 
army tents are down and the troops 
moved into the city. Communication 
by telephone and telegraph is lost. 

Point Isabel, a gulf coast resort, re- 
ported late today that all was well 
there. . 

The steamer Raccoon at Tampico 
sent a radio here reporting ground 
swell there. 


30,000 SOLDIERS 
IN PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


San Antonio, Texas, August 18.—Gen- 
eral Funston at 9 o'clock tonight re- 
ceived a wireless message from Gen- 
eral James Parker at Brownsville in 
which he stated that the storm seemed 
’ to be abating there. Tne wind then 

was reported at 50 miles. 

A government wireless message to 
Fort Sam Houston at 8:35 o'clock to- 
night said that the trowble at the 
lighting station at Brownsville might 
leave the city in darkness and that 
the water supply was in danger. The 
Rio Grande was rising, the message 
said, and several washouts had been 
reported,

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HARRIS WORKS LATE 
SIGNING MEASURES 


Bank Acceptanee, Auto Lar- 

ceny and Additional Vet- 
eran Pensions Bills Are 
Made Laws. 


Governor Harris was detained to a 
late hour at his office in the capitol 
Friday night reading and signing bills 
passed at the recent session of the 
legislature. It was not until near mid- 
night that he finally departed for the 
executive mansion. During the course , 
of the afternoon and evening he af- 
fixed his name to a number of im- 
portant general measures to say noth- 
ing of the usual hopper of local bills. 

So far the governor ha'’s vetoed but 
one bill, the Neill primary law, but it 
was reported that two or three others 
might meet with his disapproval be- 
fore his task of passing upon the leg- 
islative work of the year is concluded. 

Bank Acceptance Measure. 

A bill which the governor regards 
as a very important measure and 
which became a law Friday is that of 
Senator Rad Turner, of the twenty- 
first district, authorizing banks and 
trust companies to accept drafts and 
bills of exchange drawn on them -by 
customers and to issue _ letters of 
credit authorizing the drawing of such 
drafts and bills of exchange. The 
law limits the time of such bills 
of ex@hange and drafts to. six 
months from date and provides 
that they be secured by good market- 
able collateral. 

Other Bills Signed.

GERMANS DRIVEN 


| Leaders in Rail Conferences at White House 


FROM POSITIONS 
UN SOMME FRONT 


North of the River the An- 
glo-French Forces Launch 
Attacks Which Result in 
Gaining Ground. 


GAINS MADE IN CENTER 
OF GERMAN POSITIONS 


Several Hundred Prisoners 
Taken by the Allied Forces. 
Gains Mark Another Step 
in Allied Advance Toward 
Combles. 


London, August 18.—Assaults by Brit- 
ish and French forces against German 
positions north of the Somme in 
Frarce have resulted in the gaining 
of additional ground by the attackers, 
according » the British and French 
war offfte. The French advance was 
in and around Maurepas, the scene of 
much hard fighting during the last few 
weeks, and the British gain was in the 
direction of Ginchy and Guillemont, 
near the southern end of their section 
of the Somme front. 

The Anglo-French attack, London 
Says, took place along the whole line 
from Pozieres fo the Somme. 

The gains reported by Paris and Lon- 
don were in the center of the German 
positions on the- Somme front and mark 
another step in the Anglo-French ad- 
vance toward Combles. French troops 
gained more ground in the Village of 
Maurepas, after the stopping of German’ 
counter attacks near the Village. Cal- 
ee Hill, southeast of the Village, was 
Carried by assault and the 
Sitien on the Maure 
also extended.

ATTACK MADE 
ON ENTIRE FRONT. 


With the British Army in France 
August 18.—( Via London.)—The Eng- 
lish and French attacked the German 
lines this afternoon along the entire 
front from the Ancre to the Somme 
where their blows during the past six 
weeks have broken the German first 
line everywhere and the second line 
at many points. 

From the ridge above Pozieres, where 
the battered stone ruins of a windmill 
stand to the highest point on the hori- 
zon, along the edges of bloody High 
wood and thence along Delville or 
Delville’s wood to the lower levels of 
the river valley, where there has been 
no cessation in the fighting or the 
pounding of the guns day after day 
there was a continuous cloud of smoke 
from the bursting shells as the Brit- 
ish and French guns united in their 
thunders. 

The British made gains on either 
side of Guillemont, where the Germans 
stiM hold the fortifications of their 
old second line and have their heaviest 
concentration of guns. 

The fighting still is in progress at 
this writing, 


MORE PROGRESS 
FOR THE FRENCH. 


Paris, August 18.—The French forces 
have made further progress in the vil- 
lage of Maurepas and also along the 
road from Maurepas to Clery, accord- 
ing to the official communication is- 
sued this evening. On the remainder 
of the front during Friday there was 
the usual bombardment. 

The communication says: 

“North of the Somme our attack, 
directed on a part of Maurepas occu- 
pied by the Germans, enabled us in 
the course of a brilliant assault to car- 
ry a notable portion of the village, 
together with Calvary Hill, __ sit- 
uated to the southea'st. In this opera- 
tion we took 200 unwounded prisoners. 

“Between Maurepas and the Somme 
we extended our position to the east 
of Maurepas-Clery road. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
we continued our offensive, driving 
the enemy from two fortified redoubts 
northwest of the Thiaumont work, tak- } 
ing 100 unwounded Germans, dagiiu ding 
five officers and also three machine 
guns. 

“East of the Vaux-Chapitre wood we 
made appreciable progress in the vicin- 
ity of the road from Vaux to the fort.

The old Stair & Havlin shows, which 
were played in forty American cities 
which constituted the Stair & Havlin 
circuit, were probably the most popu- 
lar shows of their Kind with the Amer- 
ican theatrical public ever put on in 
this country. They formerly played at 
the old Bijou theater and later at the 
Lyric, with Hugh Cardoza as manager.

London, August 18.—The present 
week brought withim the range of 
practical politics a reform, which many 
of its advocates feared the war would 
postpone perhaps for a generation— 
the right of women to vote. The 
strongest force again’st the realization 
of woman suffrage in the years im- 
mediately preceding the war was the 
determined: opposition of Premier As- 
quith, hence great surprise was caused 
by the virtual conversion when he 
said in the house of commons on Mon- 


day that the undertaking of new fran- 
chise and registration reforms in the 
midst of a great war was too complex 
and controversial a problem and when 
he implied that any new bill for fran- 
chise reforms in the future, must of 
necessity, incluce women. 

The premier’s announcement fs talk- 
ed on all sides as meaning that women 
will have the vote before another gen- 
eral election is foughte-

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OVER CARPATHIANS 
AND ENTER HUNGARY. 


London, August 18.—There has been 
little activity on the eastern front, ac- 
cording to the official reports. Most of 


the fighting has been in the Carpa- 
thian mountain region, where both the 
Russians and the Austro-Germans claim 
to have made some slight advances, Pe- 
trograd says the Austro-Germans are 
attacking in Galicia, but with no suc- 
cess.

Petro- 
grad announces the approach of Rus- 
sian troops to the summit of the range 
near Korosmezo, which is about three 
miles inside Hungarian territory.

ki, and Berlin reports the capture of 
the Greek town of Florina, from Ser- 
bian troops. This movement probably 
is in answer to the recent entente ac- 
tivity on the same front. 


ADVANCE RESUMED 
BY THE RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, August 18.—(Via  Lon- 
don.)—Austro-German effort to throw 
back the Russian in Galicia has result- 
ed in great losses and met with no 
success, the war office announced to- 
day. The Russians have pressed for- 
ward in several sectors. 

The announcement follows: 

“On the front from the Zlota Lipa 
west to Podhaytse the enemy résumed 
the offensive with omuidarabie forces, 
without success.

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SHPPING MEASURE 
DASSED BY SENATE 


By Strict Party Vote of 38; 
to 21—$50,000,000 Given for 
Government Purchase or 
Operation of Ships. 


Washington, August ,18-—The gov- 
ernment shipping bill passed the sen- 
ate tonight by a vote of 38 to 21, end- 
ing one of the most bitterly contested 
legislative struggles of the Wilson ad- 
ministration. In the last congress the 
measure precipitated a democratic re- 
volt, but, revised so as to minimize the 
government operation feature, the 
measure received today unanimous 
democratic support and solid repwbli- 
can opposition. It already has passed 
the house. 

What Bill Provides. 

The shipping bill provides for crea- 
tion of a government shipping board to 
acquire and operate ships for rehabili-

Limitation upon these powers would 
prohibit the acquirement of any vessel 
at the time engaged in foreign or do- 
mestic commerce of the United States, 
unless it is to be withdrawn from such 
commerce by the owner without inten- 
tion to return thereto within a reason- 
able time; the purchase of any vessel 
which is under registry or flag of a 
foreign country engaged in war, or ac- 
guirement of any vessel which would 
hot be approved for ocean commerce 
without unreasonable alterations. 

The bill further would authorize the 
shipping board to organize one or more 
corporations with a total capital stock 
not exceeding $50,000,000, the govern- 
ment, throtg@h the (board, to subscribe 
for not less than a majority of the 
stock. The corporations would be em- 
powered to purchase, construct, equip, 
charter and operate merchant vessels 
in the commerce of ‘the United States. 
Operation of ships by the government 
corporations would be limited to a pe- 
riod of five years after.the close of 
the European war. Actual government 
opération would be a last resort, not 
to be undertaken “unless the board 
Shall be unable, after a bona fide ef- 
fort,” to lease them out. 


Government May Acquire Ships. 

A radical change in American mer- 
chant marine policy is provided in a 
senate amendment permitting govern- 
ment-acquired vessels, whether foreign 
or domestic-built, to enter the coast- 
wise trade of the United States. 

The bill would give the proposed 
shipping board regular authority over 
water carriers of the country in inter- 
State commerce with power to regulate 
rates but would exempt from this regu- 
lation inland water traffic, except that 
on the Great Lakes. The _ president 
would be authorized to take possession 
for naval purposes of any vessel ac- 
quired under the act with reasonable 
compensation to persons dispossessed. 
There are many other provisions mak- 
ing minor changes in shipping regu- 
lations. 


CHILD LABOR MEASURE 
ON TS WAY 10 WILSON 


Without Debate House Accepts 
Bill as Amended by the 
Senate. 


Washington, August 18.—Without 
debate or record vote the child labor 
bill was accepted by the house today 
with the senate amendments and put 
on its way to become law with Presi- 
dent Wilson's signature. 

It represents the result of years of 
siruggle in congress between forces 
urging the conservation of child life 
and those opposing it on many grounds, 
chiefly that it was a question for the 
states and not the federal govern- 
ment. 

[tt would not have become a law at 
this session of congress had not Presi- 
dent Wilson, after the democratic cau- 
cus, decided to eliminate it from the 
administration program, visited the 
capitol and insisted upon its inclusion. 

As it originally passed the house it, 
proposed to bar from interstate com- 
merce products on which child labor 
actually had been employed. As amend- 
ed by the senate and now perfected it 
prohibits shipment between the states 
of all products of any establishment 
Which employs child labor. 

It bars products of any mine or 
quarry employing children under six- 
teen and products of amy mill, cannery, 
workshop, factory or manufacturing 
establishment employing children un- 
der fourteen, or which employs chil- 
Gren between fourteen and sixteen 
more than eight hours a day, more 
than six davs a week or earlier than 
6 oclock in the morning or later than 
7 O'clock in the evening. 

It becomes effective one vear after 
the date of the president's approval.

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WILSON PUTS VETO 
ON ARMY MEASURE 


‘Because of Provision Hay 


Slipped In Exempting Re- 
tired Officers From Disci- 
pline—Hay Fights Army: 


Washington, August 18.—The army 
appropriation bill was unexpectedly 
vetoed today by President Wilson be- 
cause he would not accept certain pro- 
visions in the revision of the articles 
of war, forced into the bill by the 
house conferees and commonly said 
in army circles to be in the interest 
of certain retired officers ‘at outs” 
with the army. 

There have been broad intimations 
that the revision which proposed to 
remove retired officers from the juris- 
diction of courts-matitial was in the 
interest of a certain retired officer 
who was waiting for a time when he 
would be immune from discipline to 
make a public attack on the army. 

The officer whose name was men- 
tioned in connection with the report 
was, while in service, very active in 
legislative affairs; was very close to 
congressmen framing army bills, and 
until his retirement was reckoned 
with as a power in legislation affect- 
ing the army. s 

Hay and Senate in Fight. 

Chairman Hay, of the house mili- 
tary committee, at once reintroduced 
the bill with the entire ‘section revis- 
ing. the articles of war stricken oul 
and the declaration that no revision 
at all would go through with the bill 
in this congress. 

Chairman Chamberlain, of the sen- 
ate military affairs committee, an- 
nounced that the senate would reinsert 
the revision approved by the president 
and the war department, but stricken 
out in the house, and the situation 
had resolved itself into a contest be- 
tween the senate and house on one 
hand and Mr. Hay on the other. 

The tangle theratens to delay the 
adjournment of congress and inciden- 
tally completion of the preparedness 
program, as well as to hold up appro- 
priations for the army increases and 
all the extra expenses involved in ae 
Mexican service. 

The bill as reintroduced now is in 
the house military committee, and there 
is an agreement to take it up and 
expedite passage Tuesday. The fight, 
if one develops, will come when the 
senate puts in a revision of the arti- 
cles of war and sends it back to the 
senate. . 

The president's veto, one of the few 
he has exercised, marks another stage 
in the long fight between the army 
and Chairman Hay. The army charges 
Hay with defeat of the continental 
army and universal training plans and 
the substitution of national) guard re- 
organization which it opposed. Army 
officers also say certain features of 
the bill were injected in conference 
and never were debated on the floor of 
either house.

The war department contends that 
many features of the army bill were

The articles of war have nat 
revised in a hundred years and are 
suid to be sadly deficient for dealing 
conditions which growth of the 
army and development of the nation 
require. The war department is espe- 
clally anxious for changes to enable 
army officers to deal adequately with 
problems arising during the present 
Mexican service. Included in ‘the re- 
vision marked out by congress, over 
the objection of the president and the 
war department was a provision ex- 
empting retired officers from courts- 
martial and army discipline, if not 
actually from army control and placed 
them under the jurisdiction of the 
civil courts. it is common under- 
standing among army officers that the 
section covered the ease of a cer- 
tain retired officer, formerly re- 
warded as a power in Shaping mil- 
itary legislation who was preparing 
to write a book and hesitated to do it 
while liable to discipline.

FERRIOT IS CHARGED 
WITH CHEATING POLICE 


Cheating and swindling is the charge 
brought against Henry C. Ferriot by 
three men on the Atlanta police force} 
who claim that Ferriot has swindled 
them out of over $7,000 within the last 
three years. The story centers around 
a certain scheme for the improvement 
of a south Georgia road. 

The policemen claim that he led them 
to believe that he had purchased three 
engines, twenty-five coaches and sev- 
enty-five miles of 60-pound rail from 
W. J. Oliver, a Knoxville contractor 
and that some of the material was al- 
ready on its way to south Georgia. 
They therewith contributed a certain 
sum to Ferriot. sefore this the police- 
men claim that they had contributed 
from $100 to $300 on business transac- 
tions, which had failed to bring divi- 
dends. 

[t is claimed that Ferriot is a nota- 
ble schemer, having operated in several] 
southern cities, making money with his 
get-rich-quick schemes. Warrants are

“The Universal Ice Company” awas 
Ferriot’s first venture here, the ac- 
cusers claim, which he organized in At- 
lanta in 1913. They allege that he sold 
stock to a large number of Atlantans 
He had an al4bi when the company be- 
came defunct, which was not contested 
and the defendant immediately pro- 
posed new schemes to which they 
once more contributed. Thi§ plan they 
claim, was to organize a road with a 
big sounding name. He showed hig al- 
leged victims a charter, Claiming that 
he was being backed by New York cap- 
italists, according to their statement.

A wire was received yesterday by 
Chief Deputy Sheriff, John Owens, from 
the chief of police of Norfolk, Va., say- 
ing that Nathan Sternberg had been ar- 
rested and was being held in Norfolk 
for Atlanta authorities on a charge of 
larceny after trust. C. G. Smith is also 
being heid there for forgery. He is 
said to have been a partner of Stern- 
berg in the produce firm here on Ala- 
bama street, known as “The Imperial 
Produce company,” which was ordered 
closed by the courts.

National Health Conference 
Fears That Disease May 
Appear Next Summer.

Washington, August 18.—With a 
warning that unless measures are 
found for its suppression, the infan- 
tile paralysis epidemic may advance 
next summer to states not now appre- 
ciably affected, the national confer- 
ence of health officers adjourned to- 
day after adopting recommendations 
for control of the plague and naming 
a standing committee to study its 
causes. 

Co-operation among federal, state 
and local health authorities toward 
curbing the epidemic was emphasized 
as imperative in resolutions adopted 
and regulations were recommended to 
control travel from epidemic zones of 
children 16 years of age and under by 
issuance of uniform travel permits and 
notification of their destinations, but 
without an interstate quarantine. 

Delegates to the conference who in- 
cluded health officers from forty 
states and many experts of the public 
health service, expressed confidence 
tonight that the two days’ exchange of 
views upon all] aspects of the baffling 
disease would result 
campaign against it. 

Doctors in the Dark. 

Assistant Surgeon General Rucker, 
who presided over the Cont Tad made 
llowin statemen onight: 
ee We have admitted frankly and free- 
ly to the public that we have — 
thing we don’t know a great aoa 
about and the public sympathizes wit 
our efforts to do whatever we can 
with the limited knowledge we have.

Between Points in Georgia. 

Mr. Wright explained that between 
points in Georgia, generally speaking, 
the mileage scale of the short line be- 
tween the points fixed the rate, and 
that other routes to the samo point 
of destination met this rate and car- 
ried no higher rate to any interme- 
diate point, except where the distance 
was unduly circuitous, exceeding the 
distance via the ghort line by more 
than 15 per cent. 

Mr. Wright also showed that under 
the proposed readjustment. the rela- 
tion between a great many cities In 
Georgia has been maintained; for in- 
stance, that the A., B. & A. will have 
its rails directly from Atlanta to 
Thomasville and that nearby citles, 
such as Valdosta, Quitman, Boston, 
Cairo and Bainbridge could only be 
reached from Atlanta over routes of 
two or more lines, and that, in these 
instances, the short line mileage scale 
of the A., B. & A. had been adopted by 
the carriers and the rates made the 
same as to Thomasville, although com- 
hination of the rates would be higher. 
This would result, he said, in mate- 
rially lowering rates from the upper 
part of the state to many cities in the 
lower part of the state. ° 

Wright Cross-Examined. 


At the close of Mr Wright's testi- 
mony at the afternoon session, Attorney 
Wimbish put Mr. Wright under a cross- 
examination with the idea of showing 
that certain of the testimony submif- 
ted to the commission was misleading; 
that one of tHe principal considerations 
of the railroads is that of increasing 
their revenues; the condition of the 
railroads today is such that the roads 
do not need an increase in revenues. 

Mr. Wimbish desired to know of M 
Wright whether he thought the body 
of the rates today ought to be as high 
as the rates for 1880, which was the 
first schedule of rates issued by the 
Georgia commission. 

Mr. Wright replied that his unfa- 
miliarity with conditions under which 
the 1880 rates were fixed precluded him 
from an opinion as to whether those 
rates would he just for today. 

In reply to a query Mr. Wright stated 
that he believes Georgia rates today, 
in instances, are abnormally low. 

Mr. Wimbish asked if the commis- 
sion, in 1890, or thereabouts, did not 
increase the rates for the Central of 
Georgia and some of the other carriers 
20 per cent above the standard tariff, 
and whether or not this did not in- 
crease the Central's revenue.

did not care for the interstate rates 
to be reduced to meet the depressed 
intrastate rates.

Advices from Washington indicate that 
Logan Waller Page, director of the Federal 
Good Roads bureau, already has a copy of 
the Georgia highway commission bill as en- 
acted by the legislature recently adjourned 
and furnished him by Congressman Carl 
Vinson, of the tenth, and is carefully consid- 
ering the text of it with a view to deter, 
mining whether it sufficiently complies with 
the terms of the federal act relative to the 
government distribution of some $80,000,000 
for good roads purposes, to enable Georgia 
to participate in this fund. 

Mr. Page is charged with the administra- 
tion of the good roads fund which is to be 
distributed through the national department 
of agriculture. His recommendation will 
not only carry weight, but is practically cer- 
tain to be adopted. If Georgia is to receive 
her proportionate share of this fund now, it 
will come through Mr. Page’s favorable con- 
struction of the highway commission law 
Georgia’s general assembly has just enacted. 

Until there has been adverse decision we 
shall continue to hope that Georgia will get 
her part of this fund without further delay. 

While Mr. Page has announced he will 
give an opinion upon the law as enacted at 
the very first opportunity, we must in the 
meantime wait in fear and doubt because of 
his previous warning statements regarding 
highway commission measures pending be- 
fore the legislature. Mr. Page unhesitating- 
ly stated it as his opinion that under the 
house bill Georgia could not participate in 
the federal fund. The senate made few 
changes in that measure, and none that 
were vital or significant as bearing upon the 
federal good roads act. 

However, until decision is rendered, we 
may still hope he will find a way to include 
Georgia in the list of states to which the 
distribution is made. If he does not, he 
will at least let us know wherein we are 
lacking, which will mean a wait of twelve 
months until another legislature can meet 
and remedy the defects in the law just en- 
acted. 

Ultimately, Georgia will get her share of 
the federal good roads money, which, it is 
said, covering a period of five years, will 
aggregate something like $2,000,000. But it 
will be a pity, in fact, a genuine misfortune, 
if we are compelled because of legislative 
politics to postpone for another year the 
valuable constructive work which otherwise 
might soon be under way.

It is unfortunate that the legislature 
could not have seen its way clear to do bet- 
ter than it did for the state sanitarium, in 
its measure providing for the erection of two 
new buildings at that institution. 

The trustees of the sanitarium were ex- 
ceedingly modest in their request when they 
asked an appropriation for this purpose of 
$300,000. In that request they sought only 
to relieve pressing and imperative necessi- 
ties. They omitted requests for ntany things 
for which the legislature should provide of 
its own motion. They asked for nothing for 
a much needed psychopathic ward in which 
to treat curable cases. They made no fur- 
ther request for a separate institution for 
epileptics and defective children. They 
asked no relief from the horde of inebriates 
which is turned upon them. They demanded 
no immediate provision elsewhere for Geor- 
gia’s criminal insane. 

All of these things and more might have 
been asked in the best of good grace and 
with justice back of each request. But it 
was to make needed provision for caring for 
Georgia’s unfortunates that the trustees 
sought first; and this could be done only by 
the erection immediately of new buildings 
for white women patients and for negroes. 

Notwithstanding this, the legislature saw 
fit to discount the request and cut the appro- 
priation down one-third. The $290,000 given 
will erect two buildings, thereby relieving 
the present congestion only. These will no 
more than be erected before the conditions 
of today, through normal increase in the 
number of patients, will repeat themselves. 

It is inconceivable that any man in his 
right senses should seek to enter protest 
against this measure in which every county 
in Georgia is directly interested. For with- 
out this relief the sanitarium must of neces- 
sity close its doors for lack of space to ac: 
commodate the patients now sent to it. 

All Georgia will hope that another legis- 
lature when it meets will find conditions 
such as to enable it to provide for the state 
sanitarium in a manner commensurate with 
its unquestioned needs, and as the natural

Alabama Farmer Here 
To Study Diversification 
From Georgia Farmers 


With a distressing story of suffering and 
destruction of the cotton crop by the boll 
weevil, Mr. O. O. Tollerson, a former Geor- 
gia citizen, who some years ago moved to 
Dothan, Ala., visited the office of the Geor- 
gia Chamber of Commerce Thursday after- 
noon. “The boll weevil has destroyed,” said 
Mr. Tollerson, “between 75 and 80 per cent 
of this year’s cotton crop around Dothan.” 

In further discussing the matter Mr. Tol- 
lerson said that the people of that section 
were exactly like the people of the state of 
Georgia, in that they do not believe boll 
weevil would do much damage, especially 
around such territory as the country around 
Dothan. “They have found out,” said Mr. 
Tollerson, “that the boll weevil destroys 
wherever he goes and destroys at least 75 
per cent of the average cotton crop. The 
condition of the cotton farms around Dythan 
this year is extremely distressing. The 
worst part of it is that the people realize 
that it is not simply temporary destruction 
for one year, but that the same story will 
be repeated next year and that they must 
turn to other crops than cotton. 

To Study Diversification. 

“Il have come to Georgia to study for our peo- 
ple diversification plans to be adupted in our 
county. If we had begun last year when the 
boll weevil first arrived, and not attempted 
to cultivate more than four acres of cotton 
to the plow, and with the other acreage cul- 
tivated some other crop, our people would 
have been in good condition. In the end, 
the boll weevil may be the means of causing, 
by force, our people to grow other crops 
as well as cotton, but the immediate result 
is very serious and means suffering and debt 
for the middle class of people of the section 
where the boll weevil hits.”

Are we not burdened enough with 
corporation tax, income taux, special bankers’ 
tax, revenue tax, without taking further 
from us? We have seen the time when 
without our exchange profits, we would have 
had to pass a dividend. 

We think well of the federal reserve sva- 
tem and seriously contemplated joining it 
recently. Their conditions were a little hard 
for a country bank to live up to, but we 
were afraid of other requirements they might 
make of us at any time they saw fit. Why 
Should we want to avail ourselves of 3 per 
cent money to be limited to 6 per cent loans 
We can borrow at 4 per cent and lend at 8 
per cent. 

The federal reserve is a great system and 
should be run without the aid of demagogues 
We think they will do better to give the 
State banks assurance of proper treatment 
and not to try to drive them into the S8yYSs4 
tem with the Williams-McAdoo-Burleson 
combination.

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The Island of Eubdoea, 
Retreat of Serbia’s King, 
Rich Agricultural Section 


Washington, August 18.—Euboea, the 
Greek island in thegAegean sea, where the 
exiled King Peter Serbia is reported to 
have found a temporary asylum, is the sub- 
ject of today’s war geography bulletin is- 
sued by the National Geographic society 
from Washington, which says: 

“The northern promontories of Euboea, on 
one of which the aged, throneless sovereign 
of the nation which plunged Europe into the 
greatest war in the world’s history, is re- 
ported to have taken refuge, are the most 
interesting sections of this island which be- 
came a part of the kingdom of Greece in 
1880. 

“Kuboea corresponds in size almost, ex- 
actly to Long Island, New York, having an 


'area only four square miles larger than the 
| jatter. 


{t extends along the northeastern 
shore of Greece, being a little less than 100 
miles long, and varying in width from 4 to 
30 miles. It is separated from Boeotia by 
the narrow Euboic sea, which becomes con- 
stricted to the Strait of ‘uripus at the sea- 
port of Chalecis, a town of about 8,000 in- 
habitants. At this point the island is sepa- 
rated from the mainland by only a few 
yards. A rock rising from the waters of 
the strait forms an anchorage for a stone 
bridge between it and the mainland, and for 
a swinging bridge toward Chalcis, the lat- 
ter being necessary to allow vessels to pass 
through the channel, where at irregular in- 
tervals during the day the waters rush with 
the velocity of a swift river, sometimes from 
north to south and at other times in the 
opposite direction, according to the tide. 
When the KEuboeans revolted from Athens 
during the Peloponnesian wars the Boeo- 
tians constructed the first bridge across the 
Strait, ‘making KMubvea an island to every- 
one except themselves.’

Hercules, as 
soon as he felt the sting of the coat, hurled 
the innocent Lichas over a cliff, near the 
village which now bears the latter's name 
and which may be King Peter's retreat. 

“The most beautiful scenery in all Greece 
is to be found in the fertile valleys and 
towering mountains of Euboea, which gets 
its name, ‘rich in cattle,’ from the fine pas- 
ture land of its plains. The inhabitants, 
more than 100,000 in number, are chiefly en- 
gaged in cattle raising and in agriculture, 
the principat exports being wool, hides, 
wheat, oil and cheese. 

“Chalcis, the chief seaport of the island, 
is only fifty miles by rail northeast of 
Athens.” 
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Danger in Narrow Streets 


(From the Kansas City Star.) 

One of the most difficult of all city prob- 
lems is to keep traffic from choking the 
busiest streets and have those streets safe 
for people on foot. Every city in the coun- 
wrestling with that problem, and all 
time it grows worse. 

The primary cause for it is narrow streets. 
Those who laid out our city streets did not 
foresee the needs of today. They did not 
aream of a metropolis. Tney could not im- 
agine the motor car. They built for the 
needs of that day, and consequently the 
streets are entirely inaaequate for the uses 
of a big city. That is true of IWhansas City, 
as well as of New York. 

Writing of this very subject in The 
World’s Work, Arthur Woods, police com- 
missioner of New York city, says that in 
many of our American cities, notably in 
New York, the growth has been more upward 
buildings have mounted 
into the air, and each

In five months 567 per- 
sons were killed and 20,000 injured in street 
accidents, and one-half were children. 

Last year 23,980 persons were injured or 
killed in street accidents in New York. Ofle 
person was killed every thirteen and one- 
fourth hours and a person injured every 22 
minutes. The most tragic element of the 
whole accident ,prodiem is the number of 
children that ar@ victims. Last, year 290 
children were killed and 7,386 injured. 

The traffic policeman and safety zones 
and good traffic laws strictly enforced will 
lessen these accidents somewhat, but the 
only remedy for street congestion and ac- 
cidents on account of it is streets of suffi- 
cient width to care for the traffic without 
choking. Widen the streets before the cost 
becomes prohibitive. The need of action is 
evident to anyone who looks at the crowded 
streets today and imagines what conditions 
will be five years hence, when the num- 
ber of motor vehicles has doubled or trebled.

“One of the most highly prized posses- 
sions of this city is the famous Limburg 
Chronicle, or Festi Limpurgenses, a source 
for the history of Rhineland durin the 
fourteenth century and especially valuable 
on account of the light it throws on the 
German manners and customs of that period 
and for its preservation of old German folk- 
songs. 

“It is a common error to think of this 
city of Limburg as the place made notorious 
by a certain brand of odoriferous cheese, but 
the dairy product, the subject of many JeSts. 
originated in the province of Luttich, Bel- 
gium, in the neighborhood of Herve, and 
was first marketed in Limburg, Belgium. Its 
manufacture has spread through Germany 
and Austria and large quantities of it are 
made now in New York and Wisconsin.”

Much speculation is being indulged 
in at the capitol and elsewhere as to 
the probable effect of the Burnside act 
requiring a new distribution of con- 
victs among the counties according to 
road mileage. Under the hitherto ex- 
isting law convicts have been allotted 
according to population. It is expect- 
ed that, under the operation of the 
new law, Fulton, Chatham, Bibb 
and the larger counties generally will 
lose a great portion of their present 
allotment. , 

Fulton will be particularly hard hit, 
according to Chairman Oscar Mills, of 
the public works committee of the 
board of county commissioners, as this 
county is small in area and has road 
mileage much below the average. It 
is anticipated that most of th® road im- 
provements will now have to be made 
by private contract. 

The suggestion has been made, how- 
ever, that city streets might be con- 
strued as public roads, and, in that 
case, Fulton will be entitled to her 
full share of convicts. The question 
may be raised before the prison com- 
mission when the new allotment comes 
to be made: 

In regard to the matter, Prison Com- 
missioner Rainey said Friday: 

“Of course, the commission can take 
no action until we have read the law 
and know its provisions. I can state 
however, that the first thing that will 
be done will be to require the boards 
of commissioners in the respective 
counties to have a careful measure 
next made of all the roads in their 
counties, and these measurements 
sworn to. That will be necessary be- 
fore we can make any re-allotment of 
the convicts. 

“Since the last allotment, which was 
made in 1910 in accordance with the 
census of that year, the number of 
convicts has increased 40 per cent. At 
first many of the counties declined to 
take convicts, allowing their allot- 
ments to go to other counties, but now 
nearly all the counties use their own 
quota of convicts.”

Corn Values Are Highest on’ 


Record — Precarious Crop’ 


Outlook Boosts Wheat. ~ = 


Seaboard Call Sends Pro- 
visions Upward. 


Chicago, August 18.—The wheat 
market went booming upward again 
today following the lead of Winnipeg, 
which, like thiss market, was affected 
by renewed pessimism of Canadian 
crop reports as made by e®perts of 
private houses. A rumor gained cur 
rency that the Canadian government 


would commandeer the crop, but this 
was denied at Winnipeg. At the top 
today prices Were were up 5c and tie 
close was 3% to 4% over yesterday. 
Corn advanced 1% to 2% in sympathy 
with wheat and reports of further hot 
weather in the corn belt. Bullish crop 
advices helped oats, which jumped 1 
to 1%. Provisions closed 15 to 300¢ 
over yesterday. 

There was nothing startlingly new 
in the reports of damage to the Cana- 
dian crop, but the confirmation of the 
gloomy outlook apparently added in- 
fhuential converts to the bull position 
and the result was a big broad market 
which absorbed heavy profit-taking 
sales almost without a quiver until 
near the close, when a cent was con- 
ceded from ‘the top. Cagh premiums 
advanced to the highest of the season, 
with a good export demand and light 
offerings. France added to the bull 
enthusiasm, advices’ on the crap of 
that country placing it at 100,000,000 
bushels under normal. European 
weather generally was reported unfa- 
vorable, as was that of the Argentine. 

The corn crop which blistered for 
several weeks under a scorching sun, 
was said to be suffering further from 
another hot wave. Kansas reports as 
to the corn crop outlook for that state 
were pessimistic. Cash prices advanc- 
ed % and No. 2 yellow sold at 89%%c, 
the highest price on record. The mar- 
ket was big, active and strong. 

Oats livened up in sympathy with 
other grains and on a private estimate 
lowering the crop by 69,000,000 bush- 
els since August 1. Spot prices were 
higher, with export bids close to the 
market. 

In provisions a large business was 
said to have been done in lard for ex- 
port. The market showed unwonted 
volume and activity.

Liverpool. The publication of a private 
crop report placing the condition at 
69.8 per cent compared with 75.8 per 
cent two weeks previously may have 
prompted some scattered buying, but 
offerings increased right after the call 
on the more optimistic view of the 
gulf storm situation. Official reports 
indicated that the disturbance was 
moving toward the mouth of the Rio 
Grande and an impression that it would 
cause beneficial rains in the south- 
west was strengthened by the western 
belt forecast for rains in east Texas 
and unsettled conditions in Oklahoma. 

After the pa'st two or three days 
of nervousness over the course of this 
storm which had appeared in thd Carib- 
bean sea early in the week, these re- 

orts caused a good deal of scatter- 
ng liquidation and a renewal of local 
pressure under which October eased 
off to 14.17 and January to 14.44 or 
about 12 points under la'st night’s clos- 
ing figures. Trade interests were re- 
ported to be buying on the decline, 
however, and prices steadied later on 
reports that the storm might be work- 
ing too far south to bring the desired 
rains to the southwest and covering 
by near-month shorts who were ‘sup- 
posed to be influenced by rumors that 
further shipments were to be made 
from tife comparatively small local 
stock. . 

There was also spot buying of Au- 
gust, which led the advance selling up 
to 14.25 and closing at 14.40 bid, but 
the rally to 14.29 for October and 
14.54 for January was followed by re- 
actions under renewed realizing.

New Orleans Sags 4 to 5 Points. 

New Orleans, August 18.—A small 
bulge featured the early trading in 
cotton today, but the effect of hurri- 
cane reports was against rather than 
with the market. Fluctuations were 
nervous the session through and the 
comment of the market was chiefly 
regarding the storm. Liverpool was 
much better than due on storm news, 
and in this market in the early trading 
considerdable buying was done be- 
cause of the fear of damage to the 
growing crop as the gulf disturbance 
worked inland. A little later the im- 
pression grew that the storm was not 
of great intensity and that the rains 
attending it would be of immense ben- 
efit to Texas and selling increased. On 
the early bulge prices were sent 7 to 
9 points over yesterday’s close. From 
this there was a drop of nearly $1 a 
bale, the market standing at a net loss 
of 9 to 11 points around the middle of 
the day. In the afternoon there was 
Jittle business and the close was at a 
net loss of 4 to 5 points. 

A private bureau report on condi- 
tion, showing a loss of 6 points dur- 
ing the last fortnight, was a bullish 
feature which helped steady the mar- 
ket at the decline and restricted sell- 
ing. A feature of interest was the 
report that a large line of long cot- 
ton held by a Texas trader had been 
forced into liquidation on the decline. 
The dry weather in the eastern belt 
was against the market, but bullish 
traders were encouraged by the rise of 
13 points in spot quotations to 14.13 
for iddling, a new high level.

‘AT CORPUS CHRISTI. 


Corpus Christi, Texas, August 18.-— 
Blowing at 70 miles an hour velocity, 
the forerunner of the tropical storm tin 
the Gulf of Mexico was felt tonight 
it approached the Texas coast at 
this point, Brownsville and on the in- 
termediate plains. 

Early tonight the local weather bu- 
station estimated that the crest 
storm would reach here about 
with the wind attaining a | 
velocity of probably 120 miles an hour. | 

3ut few details of the storm’s work 
or north of here had been re-. 
ceived early tonight. In Corpus Christi, 
however, the gale had carried almost 
movable thing before it. In its 
wake it had left demolished cottages: 
along the beach front here, thousands | 
of dollars damage to buildings in the 
business section and a heavy sea run- | 
ning in Corpus Christi bay. The waves, | 
whipped over the beach in the northern | 
section of the city, beaching small’ 
craft and carrying up on the shore: 
debris from a score of docks and small | 
bathing pavilions. 

Loyd’s pier, one of the largest pleas- | 
ure resorts in this section of the coast, 
which juts out over the water 1,000 
feet, had ‘been almost completely de- 
molished at 6 o'clock tonight. The 
only portion that remained was a two- 
story structure adjoining the shore. 

Fronting the business section, which 
is built on the beach proper, is a 4-foot 
breakwater. Incoming heavy seas were 
dashing over that and threatened t4 
wash over it. 

The small freight steamer Pilot Boy, 
owned by the Texas and Gulf Steam- 
ship company, of Galveston, was sunk 
in the gulf today. One report received 
here stated that all of the crew of 
twelve were rescued and another re- 
ported that three of the crew had ‘been 
washed ashore at Port Aransas.
